- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 


This interveiw is a continuation of the telephonic conversation between Examiner Pickett and Applicant's representative 
on March 22, 2004. In the conversation on 3/22, the applicant's representative traversed the final rejection of claim 1 
under 35 (JSC 102(b) in view of Chaperot et al. by saying that Chaperot et al does not disclose the "top" of the paper 
as defined by the applicant. The examiner maintained that the "top" is not clearly defined by the applicant and that the 
Chaperot reference "reads on" the claim as written. Agreement was not reached and the applicant's representative 
requested a further interview including the examiner's supervisor, which was held on 3/24/04. In the discussion of 
3/24, the applicant's representative restated the traversal of the final rejection of claim 1 and reiterated the argument 
that the Chaperot reference does not disclose a window on the "top" of the paper as defined by the applicant. 
Arguments were presented as to the advantage of placing the window on the "top" of the paper, for example the 
observation of color and texture. The examiner and the examiner's supervisor maintained that the definition of "top" is 
not clearly presented by the applicant and that the Chaperot reference "reads on" the claim as written. Agreement was 
not reached.
